These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents tegarding feeding, training and general care 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age. a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster. 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T., Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child Is one year old with revac- 
dnaUon taking place every fifth year thereafter.

Stiffer Penalties Needed 

It would appear that immediate steps must be 
taken to curb the attacks on policemen, which seem 
to be occurring with increasing regularity. During 
the past week another Edmonton policeman, while 
performing his duty, was attacked by two young men. 
This is the third such crime in the Alberta capital 
the past month or two. 

Sentences meted out by magistrates obviously 
have not been stiff enough, for had the penalty been 
sufficient following the first offence — say a three 
to five year jail term — it is quite possible that the 
second and third offences never would have occurred. 
Certainly, Edmonton Magistrate Legg is correct in 
refusing to accept the excuse of drunkenness recently. 
Incidentally, what has happened to our public mor¬ 
ality? Drunkenness used to be considered an offence 
.. . . not an explanation. 

There seems to be a growing resentment toward 
officers of the law. They are, after all, carryng out 
the laws which are made up and approved by every 
citizen, for every community or province, or the 
country as a whole. It is therefore the duty of every 
citizen in this country to assist police officers when¬ 
ever possible. Certainly, without the co-operation of 
John Q. Citizen, very few offenders can be brought to 
justice, and just as surely as the public becomes re¬ 
luctant to give policemen the assistance they require, 
crime —, whether on a large, organized scale or petty 
thievery — will flourish.

SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

Norman Soder 

The grasshopper forecast for 
the County of Vulcan No. 2, which 
was first based on a count of adult 
grasshoppers, showed an expected 
heavy infestation in this area for 
1962. Later, when an egg count 
was taken, the forecast, was re¬ 
duced to a moderate infestation 
for all of the County except the 
North East portion, which is ex¬ 
pected to have a light infestation. 
The reduction in the grasshopper 
population, last fall, was attribut¬ 
ed to the presence of a Black 
Flesh fly. 

The warm dry conditions, which 
are prevailing this spring, similar 
to the conditions that prevailed 
last year, promote the hatching of 
grasshoppers. If they continue, 
farmers are warned to keep a con¬ 
stant watch for young grass¬ 
hoppers, and start control early. 

Dildrin will be available for 
grasshopper control on cereal 
crops or forage that will not be 
fed to milk cows or animals being 
fed for slaughter in the current 
year at $5.00 a gallon. 

Malathion will be available, for 
grasshopper control or pasture or 
forage to be eaten by milk cows or 
animals being fed for slaughter at 
$10.00 per gallon. One gallon of 
Malathion, containing 10 pounds of 
active ingredient, used at the rate 
of V6 pound per acre, will treat 
20 acres at a cost of 50c an acre, 
when the grasshoppers are young. 
As the grasshoppers grow older, 
this rate will have to be increased.
